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said, and all the proceedings had thereon, are hereby 
declared to be valid and binding to all intents and pin-
poses, the same as if all the provisions of law then in 
force, relative to the collection of taxes, advertising, 
&c., &c., of lands for unpaid taxes, had been fully com-
plied with ; and the omission or neglect to do any act 
required to be done by law, shall not in any manner 
invalidate or obstruct such proceedings. 

SECTION 17. All acts in conflict with this act, are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 18. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 109.

AN ACT to repeal chapter 181 of the private and local laws of 
1859, entitled "an act to provide for a special tax to improve a 
road therein named." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. That chapter one hundred and eighty-
one of the private and local laws of 1859, entitled "an 
act to provide for a special tax to improve a road there-
in named," approved March 17th, 1859, be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
